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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 52-95 are pending in tlie application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 52-64, 66-71 and 78-86, drawn to the process of preparing the 
compounds of formula (lA). 

Group II, claim(s) 65 and 87-93, drawn to the process of preparing the compounds of 
formula (IB). 

Group III, claim(s) 72 and 73, drawn to the compounds of formula (lA). 

Group IV, claim(s) 74 and 75, drawn to the compounds of formula (VB). 

Group V, claim(s) 76 and 94, drawn to the process of preparing the compounds of 
formula (VIA). 

Group VI, claim(s) 77 and 95, drawn to the process of preparing the compounds of 
formula (VIB). 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V! do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups l-VI are 
different significantly in chemical structures. They are consequently separately 
classified in the U.S. Patent Classification System and require separate searches in the 
Chemical literature. None of the prior art considers these groups as functional 
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equivalents. Eacli group can support a patent. One does not require the other for their 
use. If, say, the process of preparing the compounds of formula (lA) of Group I, were 
anticipated, applicants would not acquiesce in the objection of any of the Groups ll-VI 
there over or vice-versa and, thus, they are not linked to the same or corresponding 
special technical features. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
